BEGIN TEXT. AMERICAN SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY KISSINGER IS 
URGING BRITAIN TO INVADE RHODESIA AND OUTST THE WHITE MINORITY 
SMITH REGIME TO STOP ANOTHER REVOLUTIONARY REGIME FROM COMING 
TO POWER IN SOUTERN AFRICA AFTER ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE. 

THE "OBSERVER" NEWSPAPER SAID THAT THE SECRET PLAN, HATCHED 
BY MR. KISSINGER A FEW WEEKS AGO, WAS THE REASON FOR THE CURRECT 
AFRICAN TOUR OF WILLIAM SCHAUFELE, THE US ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF 
STATE FOR AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 

MR. SCHAUFELE. WHO IS NOW IN SENEGAL AFTER VISITING 
TANZANIA, BOTSWANA, ZAMBIA, ZAIRE, AND IVORY COAST, WAS TRYING 
TO SELL THE PLAN TO AFRICAN LEADERS, IT SAID. 

AND AN UNNAMED YOUNG MAN SAID ON BRITISH RADIO TODAY THAT 
WHITES ARE SLIPPING QUIETLY OUT OF RHODESIA IN INCREASING 
NUMBER AND MANY OF THEM ARE LIVING ILLEGALLY IN BRITAIN. 
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THAN 2,000 WHITES HAD LEFT RHODESIA, SOME OPENLY AND SOME NOT, 

IN THE FIRST SIX MONTHS OF THIS YEAR AS A RISING NUMBER SOUGHT 
TO AVOID THE GUERRILLA WARFARE THERE. 

HE SAID THEY WERE LEAVING BECAUSE THEY HAD LOST HOPE OF A 
SOLUTION TO RHODESIA'S PROBLEMS OF BECAUSE THEY OPPOSE THE WAR. 

RHODESIA'S OWN FIGURES SHOWS THAT THE 278,000 WHITES THERE 
- OUTNUMBERED 22 TO ONE BY BLACKS- ARE SLIGHTLY DROPPING IN

1,250 DURING THE SAME PERIOD LAST YEAR.
